W ashington, Nov. 17.—United States 
Consul Hugh Long at Nogales, Mexico, 
ha* furnished the state department par­ 
ticulars of the supposed murder of a 
party of Americans headed by Captain 
Porter by the Seri* {Indian* on Ti baron 
island in the Gulf of California.

cording to the statement made to the 
Mexican customs officials by

Mendez, master of the sloop “Otila" 
Captain Porter sailed from Sandiego, 
Cal., with his companions in a small 
boat to engage in collecting shell*. They 
left the port of Guay mas Aug. 9 under 
special permission from the Mexican 
government to explore the shores aud 
islands of the gulf. 
The consul says the Islaud of Tiburon 
ii one of the largeit and most pictur- 
esqne in the Gulf of California and is 
peopled by a most remarkable tribe of 
Indians who are noted for their large 
size and extraordinary athletics on land 
and water. 
Tibiae who have witnessed 
their aquatic sports at a respectful dis­ 
tance declare that many of them can 
actually walk or rather run upon the 
water with no other assistance than 
broad raw aide shoe*

They are, writes the consul, expert 
fishermen and hunt mien, having rigid 
idea- as to the maintenance of game 
preserves on the i.-daud aud limiting the 
killing of game under severe penalties. 
They destroy all children in infancy 
that are malformed or appear to be 
lacking in intelligence.

the standard of physical and mental 
cond it urns in both sexes is kept very 
high.

capital of the kingdom of Kong, in the 
Mandingo region of upper Guinea, for 
their refusal to supply bis troops with 
provisions. Chief Samory has razed the 
town and massacred several thousand 
natives. 
For several weeks the French news­ 
papers havq bean calling upon the gov­ 
ernment to sehd a punitive expedition 
against Chief Samory, who, on Aug. 20 
last, surprised and routed a French de­ 
tachment of native troops sent to occupy 
territory which he had offered to evacu­ 
ate. 
Two of the French officers and 44 
men were killed.

Eventful Close of the Belgenland's 


Voyage From l iverpool. 


SAVED FIFTEEN MEN S LIVES 


Picked Up the Wlllle L. Maxwell Water- 
lo;g*d and Hallie** and Soon Aller the 
Sailors of the Theodore Dean, Which 
Had Gone to the Bottom—Shocked to 
Death. 


P hiladelphia, Nov. 17.—Tho closing 
portion of the voyage of the steamship 
Belgenland. which has just arrived from 
Liverpool, was eventful and interesting 
to those on board. 
On Sunday morning i 
the waterlogged and saltless schooner I 
Willie L. Maxwell was sighted and she 
was taken iii tow, to the great relief of j 
her crew of IO men, the vessel having 
become helpless. 
On Monday morning 
a small boat was sighted drifting help­ 
lessly with five men aboard. 
When tho 
men were taken on board the steamship 
it was found that they were the crew 
of the abandoned schooner Theodore 
Dean. 
Captain James E. Hodgson of 
the Dean had been washed from the 
small boa* and lost. 
The Theodore Dean left Sonth Amboy 
on Friday last for Norfolk with a cargo 
of coal. 
When off Absecon light she 
lost her main sail aud on Saturday at 
noon when 45 miles east of northeast of 
Barnegat she sprang a leak, a plank 
having been torn from her side. 
The 
vessel filled rapidly and with four feet 
of water in her hold the captain ordered 
the small boat lowered and the crew, 
six men all told, left the ship. 
An hour 
later the vessel was seen to sink. 
There 
was a heavy sea aud a tremendous gale 
aud the small boat was kept to rights 
with gnat difficulty. 
The boat was 
raided almost on end and Captain Hodg­ 
son was swept overboard. 
The oars 
were also kist and t hose in the boat were 
left helpless. 
The boat drifted from 
that time until Monday morning when 
it was sigh ti I by the Belgenland and 
the men rescued from their perilous 
position.

Inform ation About London, Paris and Ger­ 
many From a Bin, Red Haired Man—H e 
Says He K ept His Ryes Open—Do Yon 
Think H e Did?
